Winnetka ‘Home Alone’ house 
on the market for a cool $2.4M

The red-brick Winnetka Georgian so brave- 
ly defended by Macaulay Culkin in “Home 
Alone” is for sale for $2.4 million. 

Homeowners John and Cynthia Abend- 
shien, empty-nesters who purchased the 
home in late 1988 for $875,000, acknowl- 
edge that it may not be the best time to put 
a high-end house on the market but believe 
the home’s attributes and its cachet may net 
a buyer. 

The couple also researched the housing 
market and were advised that it might not 
bounce back for another three to five years. 


“We just decided we wouldn’t wait any lon- 
ger,” Cynthia Abendshien said. 

The 4,250 -square-foot, 14-room home sits 
on a half-acre lot and features four bedrooms, 
3.2 baths, a large screened-in porch with a 
chandelier and, of course, the staircase sled- 
ded down by Culkin in John Hughes’ 1990 
film. 

The median sales price in Winnetka in 
April was $1,297 million. 

“The $2.4 million isn’t just because of its 
cinematic history,” said the home’s listing 
agent, Marissa Hopkins of Coldwell Banker 
Residential Brokerage. “It really is a residen- 


tial masterpiece.” 

Only pre-qualified buyers can make ap- 
pointments to see the home, and no open 
houses are planned. “It would be a zoo,” 
Hopkins said. “There are a lot of people who 
would like to see the ‘Home Alone’ house if 
they were given the opportunity.” 

Meanwhile, another famous North Shore 
property the Highland Park home featured in 
“Ferris Bueller’s Day Off,” is temporarily off 
the market but it will be relisted, said Cold- 
well Banker agent Meladee Hughes. Original- 
ly listed at $2.3 million, it most recently was 
offered for $1.65 million.

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Silent sensation 


He’s performed 
with Fiddy, Pauly D 
and David Guetta— 
and he’s only 16

Nine months ago, Keenan Cahill was just 
another freshman at "York High School in 
Elmhurst, doing his homework, holing up 
in his room to listen to music, and, accord- 
ing to his family, coming out only to eat. 

Now the teenager with the gift for lip- 
syncing is a YouTube sensation so popular 
that he is friends with some of the biggest 
names in the entertainment industry, has 
a manager and needs security guards to 
escort him in and out of nightclubs for ap- 
pearances. 

Keenan’s YouTube channel— Beener- 
KeeKeei9952— is seen each day by more 
than i million viewers, who watch his ani- 
mated video performances. He recorded 
them on a webcam in the now- famous bed- 
room in the Elmhurst townhouse he shares 
with his mom and younger sister. 

As the 1 6 -year-old soars to Internet 
fame, questions about the rare genetic 
disease that has stunted his growth and 
complicated his life are second to inquiries 
about what artist he will perform with next. 

The videos already have led to lip-sync- 
ing sessions with DJ Pauly D from “Jersey 
Shore” and 50 Cent. He has filmed a com- 
mercial with Jennifer Aniston. 

He also has performed live with hip-hop 
artist David Guetta and flirted on TV with 
Chelsea Handler. 

“Nervous? I don’t really get nervous. I 
just do it,” Keenan said. 

On camera, you often just see his upper 
body He is literally dancing from the neck 
up— swiveling his head and shoulders. His 
expressions change to the beat of the music. 

Keenan’s career began when he received 
a computer and webcam for his 13th birth- 
day Not long afterward, he uploaded two 
of his lip-synced songs onto YouTube. 

“I always wanted to be noticed,” he said. 

Those two songs drew the usual mix 
of online comments. But then last fall he 
uploaded the now-famous video of him 
lip-syncing Katy Perry’s “Teenage Dream,” 
and in a few months his own dream had 
come true. The video has more than 
38 million hits on YouTube.

In response, Perry tweeted sweetly “I 
heart @keenancahill.” Suddenly millions 
of people were paying attention to the kid 
with curly hair and glasses. 

Then there is the flipside of Keenan’s 
life. Every Thursday after school, he’s on 
the couch with his laptop and a needle in 
his arm, getting a four-hour enzyme infu- 
sion his mom hopes will give him better 
endurance, loosen his joints and help him 
breathe. This summer he’s expected to 
have his 10 th surgery 

Keenan was born with a rare genetic dis- 
order called Maroteaux-Lamy Syndrome, 
also known as MPS Type 6, discovered 


when he was 1 year old. 

Doctors said his growth would be ham- 
pered, but there would be no cognitive 
impairment. At 2, he had a bone marrow 
transplant to slow progression of the dis- 
ease. It required him to live in isolation for 
about a year. Brain stem surgery followed. 

Doctors from multiple hospitals follow 
Keenan’s case, one of fewer than 1,100 
worldwide, according to the National 
MPS Society 

“I just hope other kids like me with 
diseases or disabilities can see me and 
know that they shouldn’t give up on their 
dreams,” he said. ‘Anything can happen.”

Soto wanted by police 

for sex crimes 
against two children more than two years 
ago, authorities said Thursday 

David Soto, 47, of the far Northwest 
Side, was charged Thursday with aggra- 
vated DUI in connection with the death 
of Justyna Palka, 26, who died Tuesday 
after being struck by a tour bus as she 
crossed Columbus Drive at Illinois Street 
in Streeterville. 

After Soto tested positive for cocaine, 
police checked his record and found that an 
“investigative alert” had been issued for him 
in connection with two alleged sex offenses 
against children, Assistant Cook County 
State’s Attorney Kathy Muldoon said. 

The assaults allegedly occurred between 
2006 and 2008 but weren’t reported to 
Chicago police until January 2009. At the 
time, police could not find Soto, who had 
two prior convictions for sexual offenses, 
and believed he had left the country said 
Chicago police spokeswoman Lt. Mau- 
reen Biggane. She said the police contin- 
ued to search for Soto. 

Based on those accusations, prosecutors 
on Thursday also charged Soto with preda- 
tory criminal sexual assault of a child and 
aggravated criminal sexual abuse of a vic- 
tim under 13. 

Soto is accused of sexually molesting an 
8-year-old girl in December 2008, when 
she was visiting his residence with an- 
other girl her age, who is related to Soto. 
The first girl immediately told the other 
girl what happened, and that girl told her 
mother, Muldoon said. 

At the same time, the second girl also told 
her mother that Soto had sexually molested 
her several times from 2006 to 2008, when 
she was 6 and 7 years old, Muldoon said. 

According to court records, Soto was 
convicted in 1993 of aggravated criminal 
sexual assault for fondling a 6 -year-old fe- 
male relative.

Driving force behind proposed Boystown reality TV show has criminal history

Plans for a Boystown reality show are in doubt 
after reports surfaced of the would-be producer’s 
courts record including child sexual abuse and 
bankruptcy 

David Schlessinger, 45, pleaded guilty in 1998 to 
aggravated criminal sexual abuse of a 15-year-old 
and was sentenced to three years in prison. Sch- 
lessinger is listed on the state’s sex offender reg- 
istry online. 

Schlessinger, who in April was casting in bars 
along Halsted Street in Boystown, did not dispute 
the conviction. 

“I have and always been truly sorry for the 
mistakes that I made 15 years ago. I have taken 
responsibility for these actions and their conse- 
quences,” read a statement Schlessinger’s publi- 


cist gave to the media. 

The owner of Scarlet, one of the bars sought as 
a possible location for the show, told RedEye he 
has decided not to take part in the reality show 
John Dalton, the owner of Minibar, said his estab- 
lishments would not be a part of the show The 
Windy City Times first reported on Schlessinger’s 
record. 

In a statement, Chitown Entertainment, the 
producer of the “Boystown” reality show, said oth- 
er bars— including Circuit, Hydrate and Spin— 
are eager to be part of the show, but representa- 
tives from Hydrate and Spin dispute that. 

Schlessinger has been a defendant in more than 
20 foreclosures during the past three years. He 
filed for bankruptcy in 2000. A search of Schless- 
inger’s records also turned up multiple instances 
of judgments and liens for smaller amounts, some 


as recent as 2010. 

In response to the bankruptcies, Schlessinger 
released a statement through his publicist that 
read, “Donald Trump filed bankruptcy four times 
in his lifetime and look where he is today” 

As for the foreclosures, Schlessinger said he was 
providing low-cost housing and some tenants ru- 
ined properties. “Like so many other Americans, I 
was hit hard by the real estate crisis,” he said. 

Mike Macharello, Circuit’s owner, said he has 
known Schlessinger for a while and though the 
man has “a checkered past,” he “cleaned up his 
act.” 

“This reality show is something that he’s trying 
to do in his life that is a positive thing,” Macharel- 
lo said. “I have chosen to just give the guy a chance 
and help him out.”

After nearly a decade of war prompted 
by the horrific events of Sept. 11, 2001, 
Obama traveled to Manhattan on Thurs- 
day to meet with survivors and lay a wreath 
at ground zero, four days after the killing 
of al-Qaida leader Osama bin Laden. 


“I wanted to just come up here to thank 
you,” Obama said in prepared remarks, af- 
ter eating lunch with firefighters and for- 
mer New "Ybrk City mayor Rudy Giuliani. 
“This is a symbolic site of the extraordi- 
nary sacrifice that was made on that ter- 
rible day almost 10 years ago.” 

The president visited with members of 
Fire Engine 54, Battalion Nine, which lost 
15 men after al-Qaida hijackers flew two 
commercial airliners into the World Trade 
Center’s twin towers. 

“Obviously we can’t bring back your 
friends that were lost,” he said. “I know 
that each and every one of you not only 
grieve for them, but have also over the last 
10 years dealt with their family”

“I know that he is a great filmmaker,

Since Jodie Foster’s now-25-year-old 
niece was a little girl, the two-time 
Oscar winner has told her the same 
thing. 

“If you ever kill a bunch of people in 
a 7-Eleven with a machine gun,” she said, 
“I want you to know that I will call the 
police, and I will visit you every day” 
Huh? 

“When you love someone and they’re 
struggling, you don’t run away from them,” 
says Foster, 48. 

“You stand by 
their side.” 

This philoso- 
phy could explain 
Foster’s fierce 
loyalty to her 
longtime friend, 

Mel Gibson. As Gibson has weathered nu- 
merous allegations of anti-Semitism, racism, 
sexism and more, Foster has defended his 
character and even reached out to the contro- 
versial actor to play a man with mental illness 
in her third directorial effort, “The Beaver.” 

Foster recently discussed Gibson, and her 
film, at the Elysian Hotel. 

So, why a beaver? 

{Laughs.} That’s a good {question for writer 
Kyle Killen}. Beavers are industrious. They 
make things out of wood. And they destroy 
as readily as they build. 

Then the movie wouldn’t work with a ham- 
ster or a hippo? 

I think a hippo, it would be a whole new tra- 
jectory for him. It would be about going un- 
derwater and not being heard and not being 
seen. I think the beaver’s a good metaphor; 
it was a good animal to choose. My regret is 
that beavers have eyes on either side of their 
heads, and that makes them very difficult 
to shoot {film}. So we had to create a beaver 
that has eyes on the front of its head. 

I’m just worried about the beavers that will 
come to the theater and protest the ana- 
tomical inaccuracy. 

Picketing? {Laughs.} 

You’ve said the movie is not a comedy, but 
it was still nice that it doesn’t have any sexu- 
ally related jokes about, you know, beavers. 

Well, we’ll take any $11 we can get. I like 
the double entendre because I feel like it’s 
irreverent, and I sort of feel like you know 
what, if you can have a sense of humor about 
that, then you should be able to see the damn

The verdict: Emotionally messy in all 
the right places, “The Beaver” transitions 
quickly and delicately from oddly amusing 
to appropriately concerning.

movie. I like people’s faces when they say the 
name of the film. 

You've said you're attracted to stories of 
spiritual crises. Why is that? 

Boy, good question. [Laughs.] I think because 
whatever spiritual crises I have in my life— 
and I have them periodically— I think have, 
through the cruelty of what that is, allowed 
me to evolve into being better. 

What counts as a spiritual crisis? Does it 
have to be something big, or can it be, “I'm 
out of peanut butter.'' 

Uh, definitely not out of peanut butter. 
Although that would be sad! But, uh, I think 
it is small. I think they’re details, and they’re 
hard to translate and hard to explain to peo- 
ple, and I do a job that’s hard to explain to 
people. And what I’ve found is that creativity 
is the thing that gets you through it. It allows 
you to be vital; it allows you to live again. 

About Mel Gibson's performance you 
said, “He brought a lifetime of pain to the 
character that we've been talking about for 
years, that I knew was part of his psyche and 
who he is." On some level, do you think his 
personal struggles contributed to why he 


was right for the role? 

Not his personal struggles, but I think 
anyone’s personal struggles, [people who are] 
willing to face them. He’s complex. There 
are all sorts of people that are not complex. 
Luckily he is, I think, and that’s what makes 
him a great actor. 

How therapeutic do you think it is to be go- 
ing through something personally and then 
play a character who's also going through 
something emotionally grueling? 

I think it is therapeutic. I think it’s an outlet 
to express who you are. It’s to communicate 
who you are. And the hardest thing, which 
I think the film talks about, the hardest 
thing about people who are suffering is that 
they are so isolated and they feel so alone, 
and they’re not able to believe that if they 
expressed themselves that anyone will love 
them. 

You've known Mel for a long time. After 
shooting, did you see a change as far as 
exorcising demons? 

Did it help? [Laughs.] I don’t know I felt so 
much closer to him after the movie was over 
because I had not seen him really get this 
before. And I had to look into the cutting 


room over and over again and be so grate ful 
for that performance. It’s such a gift, it’s such 
a gift. I don’t know I don’t know that. I think 
he’s the only one that can know that. I know 
that he has a lot of hard work to do, and he’s 
got a lot goin’ on. 

Do you think it's ever fair to view an artist 
based on what they do off-screen? 

I don’t think it’s possible not to when it’s 
thrust in your face 24 hours a day ... There 
are things I just don’t want to know. I don’t 
really want to know what someone looks 
like in their underwear against their will. I 
liked knowing what somebody’s underwear 
looks like if they’re in front of me and I 
know them, but against their will it makes 
me feel dirty ... 

I know that he is a great filmmaker, 
and he is a man that I love. That I know 
well. So I know an incredibly loyal, 
funny, giving, generous, smart guy who 
is probably the most beloved actor that ^ y 
I’ve ever worked with. ... Is that man 
truer or less true than who he is to his girl- 
friend when he’s being secretly taped?

Gibson speaks 

Last month, Mel Gibson applauded the 
friends who stuck by him last summer 
when his dispute with ex-girlfriend 
Oksana Grigorieva went public. 

“You find out who your friends are,” 
Gibson told Deadline Hollywood, citing

The buzz: It’s been less than a year 
since family clashes caused pre-wedding 
problems in “Our Family Wedding,” 
which certainly wasn’t the first movie to 
do it. So that’s at least one thing bor- 
rowed, but here’s something new: “Jump- 
ing the Broom” is the feature directorial 


debut for Salim Akil (director of TV 
series “The Game” and “Girlfriends”). 

The verdict: “Jumping the Broom” 
jumps all over the place. It’s a serious 
drama about class, race and communica- 
tion, but it’s also melodramatic mush in- 
volving huge family secrets, pinky swears 
and a big ol’ slap-fest. Characters act as 
if compromise and understanding are 
new concepts. Among a few loose ends, 
there’s none greater than a punch in the 
face that results in absolutely nothing. 
Yet the movie notes that “details are 
what make a person,” and the detailed 
performances (including an unusually 
winning turn from Mike Epps) are what 
make “Jumping the Broom” easily digest- 
ible, if hardly memorable.

Laughter cures 
what ails Forbes

You may find this 
hard to believe after 
watching her in 
“The Killing,” but 
Michelle Forbes 
loves to laugh. 

“Eventually one 
day, I’m gonna hit 
a comedy What 
do you think?” she 
asked during a re- 
cent phone conver- 
sation. 

She might have to 
after “The Killing,” 
the gut-wrenching 
AMC drama in 
which she gives a 
shattering perfor- 
mance as Mitch 
Larsen, a mother so lost in grief after the 
murder of her teen daughter that she can 
barely function. The series, which airs at 
9 p.m. Sundays, is based on the Danish hit 
“Forbrydelsen,” and follows the investiga- 
tion into Rosie Larsen’s death by Seattle 
detectives Sarah Linden (Mireille Enos) and 
Stephen Holder (Joel Kinnaman). 

Unlike most U.S. police dramas, “The Kill- 
ing” closely examines how violent death affects 
those left behind. Both Forbes and Brent Sex- 
ton, riveting as Mitch’s husband, Stan, show 
the pain, anger and desperation of parents 
struggling with such a heartbreaking loss. 

“The Killing” was just the kind of project 
Forbes was looking for after playing the orgy- 


loving maenad Maryann in Season 2 of “True 
Blood.” Unlike many viewers, Forbes thought 
that role was fun (“I was having the time 
of my life”). She wanted something more 
dramatic— and found Mitch. 

“I just became obsessed with Mitch and 
just felt that I had something to offer this 
woman in inhabiting her,” she said. “I guess 
there is a bit of a masochistic tendency in 
actors ... but it takes a very odd person, I sup- 
pose, to want to put yourself in that position, 
to inhabit a soul who is in such deep grief and 
bereavement.” 

A few years ago, Forbes won praise for 
playing another mother dealing with grief— 
in a completely different, more violent way- 
in the spellbinding Canadian drama “Dur- 
ham County” (see it if you can). Although she 
loves the challenge of such difficult roles, it 
does take a toll. And that’s where laughter 
comes in. Forbes, a fan of British comedy, has 
a surefire way to decompress after “sleeping 
and breathing” a character for a five-month 
shoot. 

“For me, it’s always about laughter,” she 
said, citing “Fawlty Towers,” “That Mitchell & 
Webb Show,” “Peep Show” and the American 
comedy “Strangers with Candy” as the shows 
that got her through “The Killing.” 

“I think the danger is that you can flip too 
far into [the character}. I’m not a method 
actor, trust me. But it has a way of just seeping 
in and before you know it, your shoulders are 
still up around your ears but it’s a beautiful Sat- 
urday afternoon,” she said, laughing. “So yes, I 
lean towards farcical and absurdist humor.”
